Thire  is  not  a  civilized  country  in  the  world  in  which  to  muep  * 
security  is  owing  to  the  goodness  of  human  nature,  end  to  little  to  ll|0  * 
wisdom  of  social  polity,  as  in  England.  The  powfr  to  oppreae  it  r 
immense,  and  possessed  by  a  vast  number  of  bands,  but  the  abuse  ia 


held  in  check  by  a  knowledge  of  the  activity  of  rotn'a  i^fiipatmei, 
and  the  consequent  apprehension  of  public  opioioo.  OQverniaflPt 
with  us  lutt  so  far  wandered  from  its  end,  that,  tt  has  become,  the 

most  part,  merely  a  piece  of  machinery  for  the  maintenance  the 

Oligarchy.  It  taxes  the  people,  supports  the  AristoerMy  uqdel^tftwK 
fiUse  pretences,  and  leaves  the  mass  of  the  community  to 
their  own  security  in  their  own  way. 


To  afford  justice  to  protect  men  the  r^ne  or  i| 

mao,  is  the  grand  object  of  GoveromcBtf  but  it  if  ooh  aB 
to  ^partial  degree,  and  moat  benefita  tbM  who  Moa  itw 
itrong  are  aufikieody  armed  against  the  atroog,  and  M 
againat  the  weak ;  and  for  the  weak,  they  are  Im  absolute 
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remedy  or  hope,  save  in  the  forbearance  of  humanity.  There  is  some 
truth  ID  the  vaunt,  that  in  England  there  is  not  one  law  for  the  Rieh 
and  another  for  the  Poor,  for  the  Poor  have  not  the  advantage  of  the 
law  which  the  Rich  command,  or  of  any  other.  Law  is  a  luxury 
beyond  their  reach,  and  visits  them  only  ia  its  punishroeiita*  There 
are  men  whose  minds  are  so  narrow,  and  whose  hearts  are  w  callous 
as  to  permit  them  to  consider  this  condition  of  things  with  stnpid 
•atisfactipn,  and  who  absolutely  approve  of  the  draial  of^stiee  to  the 
many,  on  the  score  of  its  prevention  of  **  a  Htl^ous  spirit.*'  In  the 
encouragement  of  wrongs  and  injury  they  discover  no  evil,  but  they 
perceive  a  monstrous  inconvenience  in  the  desire  to  procure  redr^. 
To  those  who  have  much,  they  would  allow  ample  means  of  protecting 
their  superduity ;  but  those  that  have  little,  they  would  deny  the  secu- 
|ity  of  their  common  necessaries  and  essentials  tor  labour.  According, 
however,  to  the  rules  of  reason,  humanity,  and  justice,  the  law  should 
apply  itself  more  anxiously  to  the  protection  of  the  Poor  than  of  the 
Rich ;  for  the  weak  are  more  liable  to  injury,  and,  from  their  weak¬ 
ness,  less  capable  of  enduring  it.  The  cost  of  law  in  England  makes 
what  is  called  the  even  course  of  justice  convertible  into  the  road  to 
This  is  universally  understood,  and  nothing  but  a  wide  extension 


of  provocation. 

We  will  now  state  a  hypothetical  case Suppose  a  roan,  a  noble 
man,  who  gives  these  specific  instructions  to  his  attorney,  economicilli 
limiting  the  luxury  of  oppression — 

“  Understand,  Sir,  that  I  only  intend  to  allow  myself  200/.  a  year  if 
the  costs  of  vexatious  prosecutions,  and  if  you  permit  me  to  g( 
beyond  that  limit,  I  will  disallow  the  excess  in  your  hill.’* 

Conceive  such  a  man  with  such  a  law  as  that  of  England  at  ib( 
command  of  his  purse !  ■ 

FRENCH  AND  ENGLISH  JUSTICE. 

The  French  papers  give  an  account  of  a  practical  joke  by  ishidi  i 
poor  man  lost  his  life.  The  persons  implicated  were  tried,  conrictd 
of  homicide  par  imprudence^  and  sentenced  to  three  months*  impnm 
ment,  a  fine  of  50  francs,  and  the  securing  of  an  annuity  of  500  frana 
on  the  widow  of  the  deceased.  How  does  this  sentence  contrast  will 
that  we  observed  upon  in  our  paper  of  last  week,  of  ten  days* 
ment  in  Lancaster  jail,  for  brutal  violence  causing  the  death  of  a  poo( 
child.  And  yet  the  character  of  French  justice  is  generally  miidet 
than  that  of  English ;  but  the  former  is  severe  in  the  right  place. 

The  distinction  of  homicide  par  impi'udence  is  want^  here.  If  by 
the  idlest  negligence  a  man  destroys  his  fellow-creatures  withool 
malice,  a  deodand,  generally  a  fine  of  one  shilling,  is  perhaps  leriM 
on  the  machinery  of  the  mischief.  This  antiquated  practice  shoo  i 
give  place  to  fines  on  carelessness,  and  compensation,  where  it  cao 
had,  to  the  kindred  of  the  deceased,  if  dependent  on  him  for  support 

PROPANE  ADUL4TION. 

In  a  report  of  the  Goodwood  races  (which  took  place  in  the  wor* 
of  our  bad  weather),  the  Brighton  Gazette  describes  the  delight  of  thi 
drenched  people  as  unbounded  at  the  success  of  the  King's  liorK,  aiM 
it  piously  proceeds  to  observe,  that  the  heavens  seemed  to  pariicipau 
in  the  common  joy,  and,  as  if  by  “  Divine  sympathy**  with  royal  jne 
keyship,  they  suddenly  suspended  those  favours  they  have  poured  upoi 
us  for  the  last  three  months,  and  brightened  into  sunshine. 

After  this  intimation  of  the  concern  which  Heaven  takes  in  the  refi¬ 
ning  of  the  King's  horses,  we  ought  to  make  some  little  addition  u 


rum.  This  isuniversalfy  unuerstood,  and  nothing  nut  a  wiae  extension 
of  humane  sentiments,  and  deference  to  public  opinion,  prevents  the 
complete  tyranny  of  the  wealthy  over  those  in  inferior  conditions  of 
prosperity.  It  is  not  a  reply  to  say,  that  if  humanity  and  respect  for 
opinion  accomplish  this  forMtrance,  there  is  no  reason  to  complain 
of  the  faults  of  the  law.  Good  government  takes  measures  for  secu¬ 
rity  beyond  those  which  exist  in  the  common  goodness  of  men’s 
natares.  The  tenderness  of  the  heart  would  deter  thousands  from 
mmder,  but  the  penally  for  murder  is  fixed,  nevertheless,  to  act  in 
termr  upon  the  wicked  few. 

The  mass  of  injustice,  encouraged  by  the  price  and  uncertainty  of 
law,  is  not  recognized,  because  submission  is  silent,  but  it  must  yet  be 
cruelly  ooqtiderable.  Occasionally,  powerful  men  of  violent  passions 
will  defy  the  opinion  of  their  neighbors,  and  when  they  do  so,  we 
may  observe  how  insolently  they  count  on  the  law  as  the  readiest  and 
most  certain  instrument  of  their  tyranny.  The  sword  of  justice  is, 
with  us,  the  assassin’s  safest  knife,  and  the  cruelty  of  its  blow  is 
exasperated  by  the  mockery  of  right  under  which  it  strikes. 

l^t  us  consider  the  case  of  Lord  Humtihgtower,  which  has  this 
week  come  before  the  public,  and  warned  it  of  what  stuff  an  Aris¬ 
tocracy  may  be  composed.  His  Lordship  was  prosecuted  by  a  Cler¬ 
gyman  for  a  nuisance,  and  cast  in  damages  to  the  amount  of  2,000/. 
llie  PUintiff,  whom  the  Lord  endeavoured  to  ruin,  was  a  person 
capable  of  protecting  himself,  and  hence  the  result;  but  had  the 
ligbUmau  (oh  appropriate  title  1)  chanced  to  have  had  a  poorer  and 
more  helpless  man  to  cope  with,  who  can  pretend  to  tav  that  the 
ingenioMS  contrivances  of  vexation  would  not  have  worked  bis  ruin, 
or  oast  him  forth  from  his  obnoxious  possession.  The  safety  of 
onr  Naboth#  does  not  depend  on  their  rights,  but  on  their  means  of 
viodicatiog  them. 

Lord  Huvtinotower  dictated  an  arrangement  to  Mr  Trimmer,  a 
noighbouring  clergyman,  to  which  the  Utter  did  not  think  proper  to 
concede.  In  revenge,  his  Lordship  promised  to  dislodge  him  from  his 
neighbourhood,  by  making  it  impossible  for  him  to  keep  his  pupils. 
With  this  object  he  proceeded  to  establish  certain  nuisances  which  it 
has  been  the  practice  of  his  life  to  wield  against  those  neighbours  who 
have  been  so  unlucky  as  to  incur  hit  displeasure.  His  first  contri¬ 
vance  was  a  pin-fold  immediately  adjoining  the  pal'mgs  of  the  vicar¬ 
age,  and  within  thirty'  feet  of  the  door  of  the  house.  Here  cows 
were  brought,  a  male  ass,  a  stallion,  Stc.  and  scenes  ensued  to  the  scan¬ 
dal  of  decency.  A  common  sirl  of  the  town  too  was  set  up  in  a 
tage  over  the  way,  and  one  of  MrTRiMMiR’s  pupils  was  invited  to 
familiarity  with  her.  Letters  were  then  written  to  the  mother  of  the 
youth,  and  to  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese ;  to  the  first,  representing  the 
immoral  connexion  ;  and  to  the  Utter,  practices  of  minor  indecorum. 
These  'acts  of  malice  were  attended  with  specific  mischief  as  well  as 
vexation  to  the  object  of  them ;  and  what  was  the  'Nobk  Lord’s  further 
dtaire,  what  was  the  consummation  of  injury  he  had  in  view?

Hot  no  tori 
inspiration  eonceming  God,  or  his  worship,  can  be  admitted  for  truth 
him  that  thinks  himself  thus  inspired,  innch  less  by  any  other  whom  he 
would  persuade  to  believe  him  inspired,  any  farther  than  it  is  conformable 
to  reason ;  not  only  because  where  reason  is  not,  I  judge  ft  is  impossible 
for  a  man  himself  to  distinguish  betwixt  inspiration  and  fancy,  truth  and 
error ;  but  also  it  is  imjKwsible  to  have  such  a  notion  of  God,  as  to  believe 
that  he  should  make  a  creature  to  whom  the  knowledge  of  himself  was 
necessary,  and  yet  not  to  be  discovered  by  that  way  which  dlscorers  every- 
thing  else  that  concerns  us,  but  was  to  come  into  the  minds  of  men  onlv  by 
such  a  way  by  which  all  manner  of  errors  come  in,  and  is  more  likely  to 
let  in  falsehoods  than  truths,  since  nobody  can  doubt,  from  the  contradiction 
and  strangeness  of  opinions  concerning  God  and  religion  in  this  world, 
that  men  are  likely  to  have  more  frenxies  than  inspirations.  Inspiratiou 
then,  barely  in  itself,  cannot  be  a  ground  to  receive  any  doctrine  not  con¬ 
formable  to  reason.  In  the  next  place,  let  us  sec  how  far  inspiration  can 
enforce  on  the  mind  any  opinion  concerning  God  or  his  worship,  when 
accoiupnoicd  with  a  power  to  do  a  miracle  ;  and  here,  too,  I  say,  the  last 
determination  must  be  that  of  reason. 

**  Ist.  Because  reason  must  be  the  judge  what  Is  n  miracle  and  what 
not ;  which,  not  knowing  how  far  the  power  of  natural  causes  do  extend 
themselves,  and  what  strange  effects  they  may  produce,  it  very  hard  to 
determine. 

“  2nd.  It  w’ill  always  be  ns  great  a  miracle,  that  God  should  alter  tho 
course  of  natural  things  to  overturn  the  principles  of  knowled|fe  and 
understanding  in  a  man,  by  setting  up  anything  to  be  received  by  him  ns  a 
truth,  which  his  reason  cannot  assent  to,  as  the  miracle  itself ;  and  so  at 
best,  it  will  be  but  one  miracle  against  another,  and  (he  greater  still  on 
reason's  side;  it  being  harder  to  believe  that  God  should  alter  and  pUt 
out  of  its  ordinary  course  some  phenomenon  of  the  great  world  for  oncej 
and  make  things  act  contrary  to  their  ordinary  rule,  purposely  that  the 
mind  of  man  might  do  so  always  afterwards,  than  that  this  Is  some  fallacy 
or  natural  effect  of  which  he  knows  not  the  cause,  lot  it  look  never  so 
strange." 

It  is  clear  that  until  we  have  arrived  at  the  end  of  physical  know¬ 
ledge  we  cannot  with  certainty  distinguish  all  that  is,  and  thence 
what  is  not,  a  property  of  nature.  Chemical  science  makes  us  familiar 
with  operations  which  ignorance  in  former  days  would  have  infalllbljr 
accounted  miracles — what,  for  example,  would  have  been  thought  of 
the  combustion  of  water?  As  reason,  therefore,  according  to  Lockr, 
must  be  the  judge  of  miracles,  reason  must  withhold  its  judgment  until 
it  is  assured  that  there  remain  none  of  the  secrets  of  nature  unexplored 
or  unascertained  by  it.  When  the  boundaries  of  nature  are  fixed,  we 
know  the  region  of  miracle  which  lies  beyond  them ;  but  not  till  then, 
and  till  then,  our  notion  of  miracles  is  nothing  ^tter  than  an  idle 
guess.  All  our  rudest  experience  as  well  as  our  highest  knowledge 
teaches  us  a  lesson  of  distrust  of  impressions.  Nature  holds  forth  her 
example  to  that  effect,  and  suggests  the  reflection  of  the  fallacy 
of  the  reports  of  the  senses.  The  sun  and  moon  are  flat  plates  in  the 
eye  of  the  child,  and  ideas  of  myriads  of  objects  have  to  be  corrected, 
by  positive  experience,  or  analogous  inferences.  Entire  knowledge  and 
the  infallibility  of  human  judgment  are  assumed  whenever  an  appear¬ 
ance  is  pronounced  a  miracle. 

Locke  has  yet  another  suggestion 

**  3rd.  Because  man  does  not  know  wliethcr  there  be  not  several  sorts 
of  creatures  above  him,  and  lietween  him  and  the  Hupreme,  amongst 
which  there  may  be  some  that  have  the  power  to  produce  in  Nature  such 
extraordinary  efTects  as  we  call  miracles,  and  may  have  the  will  to  do  it, 
for  other  reasons  than  the  confirmation  of  truth;  for  the  magicians  of 
Egypt  turned  their  rods  into  serpents  as  well  as  Moses  ;  and  since  so  great 
a  miraole  as  that  was  done  in  opposition  to  the  true  Ood,  and  the  revela¬ 
tion  sent  by  him,  what  miracle  can  have  certainty  and  assarance  greater 
than  that  of  a  man's  reason  ?" 

The  spiritual  world  must  therefore  be  as  well  known  to  us  it  tk# 
natural  should  be,  before  we  can  with  reasonable  confidence  say,  tbki . 
is  or  was  a  miracle.

REFORM  IN  PARLIAMENT. 

TO  TUg  EDITOR  OF  THE  EXaMIMgg. 

Sir, — ^The  fact  of  iU  now  begiuoing  to  be  pretty  generaUj  felt,  Ibal 
almost  ev^ry  member  sent  to  the  house  of  Porliameut  negleota  hUdutj  kf 
being  so  freniiently  absent  from  the  house,  and  in  so., doing  betrays  the 
trust  reposed  in  him,  is,  I  think,  to  be  rockoned  among  the  laost  cheering 
indications  of  a  rapid  approach  to  reform,  and  will  |>erliaps  toad  greatly  to 
put  a  partial  stop  to  the  evil.  It  ia  a  lamentable,  (1  might  say,  disgraoo- 
ful  fact)  that  those  members  who  are  essentially  considered  as  popular 
members,  are,  with  very  few  exceptions,  equally  guilty  of  this  dereliotion 
of  duty,  as  the  most  inveterate  aje-or-no  sayer  lU  the  ministerial  ranks. 
Now,  if  the  {)eople  of  the  United  Kingdom  could  be  moved  to  take  such  a 
view  of  the  powers  they  possess,  (as  I  pointed  out  in  my  last  letter  to  you) 
as  to  establish  a  Rent  for  the  purpose  of  furthering  the  uttainiuent  of  the 
object  they  ought  to  have  in  view,  (viz.  Reform,  upon  tho  principles  qf 
Universal  Suffrage,  Election  by  Ballot,  and  Annual,  or  at  most  Biennial 
Parliaments)  by  purchasing  seats  for  known  consistent  men,  who,  having 
only  the  good  of  their  country  at  heart,  and  acting  upon  truly  patriotic 
principles,  would  soon  find  themselves  a  pow’erful  party  within  the  walls  of 
the  House,  they  (the  people)  would  soon  discover,  that  the  business  of  attend* 
ing  to  their  w'aiits  and  wishes  would  be  as  punctually  looked  after,  as  the 
business  of  voting  away  the  public  resources  for  tho  benefit  of  all  who 
have  a  finger  in  the  public  purse,  is  attended  to  now.  If  tho  Reform 
Rent  should  be  established, — and  surely  where  such  mighty  advantagea 
might  be  obtained  for  such  a  trifling  sacrifice,  there  can  scarcely  be  a 
question  about  it, — it  would  be  the  most  essential  thing  for  tho  Committea 
not  to  send  any  person  into  a  scat,  whose  occupations,  whether  of  fox¬ 
hunting,  ns  the  country  bumpkins,  or  of  client-hunting,  os  the  lawycra,  or 
of  death-hunting,  ns  soldiers  and  sailors  in  employment,  or  of  place- 
hunting,  a  very  numerous  tribe,  would  for  a  single  night  in  tho  Bcsaiona 
prevent  him  from  going  into  the  House  with  the  Speaker,  and  staying  there 
till  he  left  it.  It  should,  in  fact,  be  a  condition,  that  any  person  sent  ia 
by  the  Rent  should  be  early,  regular,  aud  constant  in  his  nltendanea, 
and  uncompromising,  vigilant,  and  persevering  in  his  opposition  to  every 
measure,  which  did  not  tend  towards  the  sovereign  remedy  lor  all  abuses. 
Radical  Reform.  Put  the  question  to  the  present  Honourable  Members, 

**  How  many  nights  in  the  session  have  you  attended  from  first  to  last  in 
your  place  ?  and  upon  how  many  subjects  have  you  attentively  listeoed  to 
the  arguments  pro  and  con,  before  you  gave  in  your  aye  or  no  ?”  and 
you  find  the  list  **  awful  small”  of  those  who  could  give  anything  like  a 
satisfactory  reply.  And  if,  to  the  popular  members,  such,  for  Instance,  ai 
those  for  Westminster,  you  were  to  proceed  in  your  ennutries,  and  put  tho 
very  awkward  question,  “  Upon  how  many  occasions  of  voting  the  tnppliea 
(those  powerful  engines  in  the  hands  of  any  Minister,  and  pre-eminently 
mischievous  in  the  hands  of  some  of  the  most  recent  ours)  ware  you 
present  ?  and  how  often  did  you  take  those  op|>ortunities  of  oSbring  every 
resistance  which  the  forms  of  the  House  permitted,  to  the  misappUcalion  oC 
that  money  which  is  wrung  from  the  sweating  brow  of  the  half-starved 
populace  of  this  country  ?”  you  w'oiild  find,  that  a  Hume,  Otway  Cave,  and 
possibly  half  a  dozen  more  honotirahle  exception*,  would  be  the  sum  total 
of  those,  who  may  fairly  be  soid  to  have  done  their  duty  in  this  all-imjior- 
lant  business.  I  am  perfectly  aware,  that  a  persevering  opposition  to  tho 
Supplies  (every  article  of  wlitelt,  by  the  way,  may  be  reasonably  objected 
to)  would  be  termed  factious,  and  that  tho  outcry  w'onld  l>e  great  in  jm>por- 
tion  to  the  pertinacity  with  which  such  opposition  should  be  urged;  DUt,lC 
is  the  most  powerful  auxiliary  in  the  walla  wliirh  a  true  patriot  poaaesaos, 
and  as  I  have  before  shown,  it  is  the  most  likely,  or  {lerhi^ia  1  should  sty, 
it  is  the  only  weapon,  with  which  the  anti-popular  faction  in  tho  houaooaa 
he  assuredly  overcome.  If  the  almost  single-handed  oppositloii  of  Mf 
Hnmc<C.u»  procured  n  remission  of  several  inillioos  of  the  public  burdeot, 
what  might  not  be  effected  by  a  faction  of  the  people^  teni  into  the  Houae 
by  the  Committee  of  a  Reform  Rent?  Rifobmer.

lu  our  author’s  opinion,  the  mind  ha.s  only  one  way  of  communiettioJ 


documents  very  accessible,  they  will  rather  admire  the  temerity  oi  ti  critic, 
who,  aeglecUng  due  investigation,  especially  when  on  “  ditcovety,**  would 
Venture  to  decide  on  Locke’s  “practical  politics,”  and  to  assume  a  style  of 
confidence,  which  “  a  plain  tale”  is  suflicienl  to  exuose. 

In  1666,  at  the  age  of  3i,  Locke  was  inlroducea  to  Lord  Ashley,  after¬ 
wards  Earl  of  Shaftesbury,  as  a  physician,  his  previous  studies  having 
been  principally  in  medicine  and  natural  philosophy;  and  several  of  the 
letters  from  Limborch,  which  I  lately  mentioneu  as  among  Lord  King’s 
llbundant  literary  treasures,  are  directed  to  **Dr  Locke.”  An  attachment 
to  free  principles  of  government  he  would  derive  from  that  friendly  and 
rational  intercourse,  which  he  professsos  to  have  enjoyed  with  his  father, 
who  had  fought  against  the  misrule  of  Charles,  In  the  army  of  the  Parlia¬ 
ment.  Yet  there  there  is  no  trace  of  Locke  as  a  politician,  nor  does  he 
appear  to  have  written  a  line  under  that  character,  (unless  a  short  contri¬ 
bution  to  Oxford  verses,  ad  Protectorem^  should  be  adduced,)  till  after  he 
became  acquainted  with  Shaftesbury,  a  oonnection  which  has  been  too 
readily  regarded  as  an  honour  to  such  a  man  as  Locke. 

In  1003,  Charles  II.  had  “  constituted”  Clarendon,  Shaftesbury,  and 
others,  **  absolute  Lords  and  Proprietors  of  that  tract  of  country,**’  which 
afterwards  comprehended  the  Carolinas  and  Georgia.  Shaftesbury 
Locke,  probably  soon  after  their  acquaintance,  to  form,  under  liis 
Influence,  if  pot  according  to  his  instructions,  the  plan  of  “  a  government 
agreeable  to  the  monarchy,”  and  which  should  “avoid  making  loo  numerous 
a  democracy.”  From  Ur  Holmes’s  “American  Annals,”  (i.  343)  it 
appears  that  the  “Fundamental  Constitutions  of  Carolina”  were  “jirinted 
at  London,  in  quarto,  in  10G9,”  having  been  “  signed  by  the  proprietaries,” 
in  July,  that  year. 

These  Constitutions,  Locke,  as  if  bis  “  riper  years  would  upbraid  his 
green,”  had  excluded  from  his  works ;  nor  are  they  at  all  noticed  by  Le 
CIcrc.in  his  Bib.  Chois,  for  1705,  of  which  Locke’s  biographers  have  so 
generally  availed  themselves.  They  are  entirely  omitted  in  his  “  Posthu- 
mous  Works,”  published  the  next  year;  and  never  appeared  among  his 
productions  till  1719,  when  Des  Maizeauz,  not  unassisted  by  Antony 
Collins,  published  “  A  Collection  of  several  Pieces  of  Mr  John  Locke.” 
This  Editor  says,  that  Shaftesbury  being  “desired  by  the  other  proprietors 
to  draw  up  the  laws,  more  readily  consented,  because  he  relied  on  the 
assistance  of  Mr  Locke.”  He  adds,  that  “  those  Constitutions  arc  printed 
from  Mr  Locke’s  own  copy,  (no  doubt,  of  the  edition  1669)  “  wherein  are 
several  amendments  made  with  his  own  hand  ;  and  that  he  had  presented 
it,  as  a  work  of  his,  to  one  of  his  friends,  most  probably  Collins.  Thus  this

assent  to  what  might  be  true,  and  which,  at  least,  he  would  not  koow  lo 
be  false;  but  whoever  aaseots  to  these  three  English  Creeds,  professes  to 
believe  what  is  palpably  false,  and  whicii  no  sophistry  can  make  true.

Masanicllo. — The  following  description  of  the  celebrated  Neapolitan 
fisherman  is  taken  from  au  article  (n  the  Foreign  Quarlerljf  Review,  juii 
published,  attributed  to  Sir  Waller  Scott,  on  the  Revolutions  of  SepUs  u» 
1647  “  Among  the  populace  at  thia  time  was  a  youug  Bsberroan,  who 

observed  and  shared  deeply  the  general  discontent.  Ills  anger  aud 
resentment  had  been  aroused  by  the  rough  treatment  which  his  wKie  bad 
experienced  from  the  tax-collectors,  who,  detecting  her  in  the  actofcoo- 
cealing  a  small  bag  of  flour  in  order  lo  evade  the  payment  of  the  duty,  j 
had  pul  her  in  prison.  Her  husband  paid  a  fine  in  order  to  obtaio  her 
release,  but  vowed  vengeance  upon  the  oppressor*,  and  was  ool  long  »a 
finding  the  opportunity  of  fulfilling  his  vow.  This  man’s  name  wm  i 
Thummaso  AnUUo,  of  Amalfi,  commonly  called  Masaniello,  for  whom  fate 
had  destined  such  a  rapid  change  of  condition  as  never  mortal  underweot 
within  the  same  space  of  lime.  He  was  of  middle  statue  and 
countenance,  with  lively  dark  eyes,  short  curly  hair,  a  frank  sod  bold 
address,  noted  among  bis  companions  for  smartness  and  activity,  asd 
about  24  years  of  age.  He  wore  a  fisherman’s  blue  jacket,  with  wont 
linen  trowaers,  a  sailor’s  red  woollen  cap  on  his  head,  aud  was  bsrelengc 
and  barefooted."
